Thus, the total collection for the 
quarter exceeds the collection in. the 
same quarter of 1889 by Tis. 107,000, 
and that of 1888 by 'I'ls. 223,000, and is 
‘Tis. 47,000 larger than the collection in 
1887. ‘The latter table shows that, as 
was expected to be the result of the rise 
in exchange, there was a heavy falling- 
off in the export duty, which was more 
than made up by the increase in import 
duty and transit dues ; while the farther 
gain came from opium duty and likin, 
the other heads of revenue being fairly 
stationary. - 

The nive good ports were Newchwang, 
Tientsiv, Ichang (where the collection 
was as lange as at Chefoo) Wulhtu, Chin- 
kiang, Shanghai, Ningpo, Takow, and 
Swatow ; aud the ten bad ones Chefoo, 
Haukow, Kiukiang, Wénchow, Foochow, 
‘Tamsui, Amoy, Canton, Kiungchow, and 
Pakboi. It will be noticed at once that 
all the tea-exporting ports were bad 
ones, those that do the largest business 
in tea, Hankow and Foochow, being the 
worst. Newchwang’s chief gain was in 
its coast trade duty, though opi 
duty and likin also showed an advance. 
Imports into Newchwang showed a very 
marked increase, and its district must 
have quite recovered from the recent 
famine. Its exports were not up to last 
year's, though above the av Ih 
‘ientsin every head of revenue showed 
an advance. More opium was imported, 
cotton and woollen goods were about 
the average, metals fell off a little, 
foreign and native sundries only held 
their own, but rice showed a very large 
increase, in consequence of the floc 
and famine, while exports were well 
maintained. At all the three northern 

rts there was a marked increase in

The import duty collected at Ichang 
is only trifling, amounting to a few taels; 
it is the export duty and transit dues 
that make » the revenue of this rising 
port, and they were much larger in 
1890 than in previous years.

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largely, though not as extensively as in 
1888, and the import of Indian yarn was 
euormous, amounting to nearly 36,000 
piculs against under 9,000 in the pro- 
vious year. Exports generally, too, were 
plentiful, and the transit passes issued 
tose from 1,061 to 2,448. ‘The only 
decreases at Wuhu were in tonnage 
dues and coast trade deposits, but the 
increase was in export duty. 
import of cotton goods fell off con- 
siderably, but Indian yarn appears for 
the first time this year, 253 piculs being 
taken. Rice, the staple export of Wuhu, 
rose from 844,000 to 1,032,000 piculs. 
In Chinkiang the chief increase was in 
ium duty and likin; the recovery of, 

the country supplied by Chinkiang’ was 
shown by this increase, and by the 
largely increased import of piece goods, 
sugar, tallow, and tobacco. Exports 
were fairly maintained, Chinkiang has 
not yet learnt to take yarn, but it im- 
ported 195 pieces of drills and 60 of 
sheetings made by the Shaughai Cotton 
Cloth Mill Company. ‘The transit passes 
issued at Chinkiang rose from 1,940 to 
2,607. ‘Ihe great advance in the col- 
lection at Shanghai was mainly due to 
the increase in imports,including opium, 
for export duty showed a falling-off of 
more than » lakh of taels. Cotton 
piece goods, yara, aud woollens all 
showed a marked advance, as did all 
metals except nailrod and bar iron. ‘The 
import of kerosene oil nearly doubled, 
but native sundries were irregular. 
aking the lexding exports, hides, rice, 
sugar, tobacco, wheat, aud sheop’s wool 
were above last year ; cotton, straw and 
rush hats, oil, paper, silk, tea, and 
camels’ wool were Tees some of them 
considerably. ‘The quantity of goods 
bonded is still a more fraction of the 
total imports, ‘Ihe net gain at Ningpo 
was only trifling; there was a loss of 
about Ts. 15,000 in export duty, which 
was made up under the other heads of 
revenue. The import business at Ningpo 
was very good in 1890, but the export 
trade was considerably’ smaller, except 
in cotton and cuttle-fish. ‘The export 
of rush hats forthe quarter was4,556,000 
pieces in 1888, 2,334,000 in 1889, and 
only 71,000 last year. Takow showed 
a great gain in export duty, and in 
opium duty and likin. Imports were 
well maintained throughout, and there 
was a general increase in exports. 
In Swatow there was a gain all round, 
except in coast trade duty. Cotton and 
woollen goods were more freely imported, 
35,000 piculs of yarn being taken, 
against 23,000 in 1889; while the ex- 
port trade was larger than in either of 
the three preceding years. Swatow 
completes the roll of good ports in the 
quarter. The consideration of the bad 
ports must be left for another occasion.

THE CASE OF CAPTAIN BRADY. | 

25rd Feb. | 
Capraix Brady of the Nepaul was: 
making for Plymouth from Marseilles. | 
He made the Eddystone Light at about 
5.10 pm. on the 10th of December, 
aud went on eautiously, looking for a 
pilot, He stood down towards several 
vessels which were showing the usual 
pilotage siguals, but found them to be 
fishing-boats, He burnt blue lights to | 
show that he wanted a pilot. Then! 
he sighted a light which he thought 
was the light on the breakwater, and | 
he went slowly on until he found him- 
self on the rocks, and the steamer be- | 
came a total loss, It had gradually | 
come on thick after she passed the 
Eddystone, for Plymouth lies in a 
valley, and it is often foggy there, 
when it is clear at sea. For this error 
of judgment Captain Brady's certificate 
is suspended for six months, and his 
career is virtually closed, after twenty- 
six years of faithful service, during 
which he had never met with an acci- 
dent. “His character for trustworthi- | 
ness, care, and experience iu navigation,” | 
says the P. & 0. Company's nautical | 
inspector, “ was the highest that a man 
could bear.” We have often remarked | 
onthe cruel fate of the merchant cap- | 
tain who makes one error in judgment ; | 
in no other walk of life does one mis- 
take ruin a man, Surely it is pre- 
posterous that a man should be declared 
unfit to command a ship for six 
months, and should as a consequence 
almost ‘certainly lose his employment, 
and certainly carry a stigma for life, 
because he has made an error of judg- 
ment, after an unbroken record of suc- 
cess for twenty-six years. Is any other 
professional man debarred from the 
practice of his profession for six months, 
and marked with an indelible stigma, | 
because he has made one mistake? We | 
are sure that the greatest sympathy will 
be felt for Captain Brady, by those 
who do not know him as well as by 
those who do, in his misfortune. 

















THE HOSPITAL REPORT. 
24th Feb. 
‘Tae Report of the Shanghai General 
Hospital for 1890, which’ we reprint 
in extenso in another column, omitting 
only the detailed list of diseases treated 
and the results of the treatment, is a 
very satisfactory one in many ways. 
We do not, of course, mean to congratu- 
late the public on 512 patients having | 
been admitted during the. year, against | 
430 in 1889 and 410 in 1888 ; but as 
some sickness is inevitable in such a) 
population as that now gathered on this 
mud flat, where the sanitary arrange- 
ments: are still far from perfect, it 
is very satisfactory that there should 
be so convenient and well-provided 
an institution, so thoroughly well equip- 
ped both in’ personnel aud matériel, 
and in such an’ excellent situation.

‘That it is well managed is shown 
by the fact that, though the inclusive 
charges to patients are undeniably 
moderate, the expenditure was nearly

‘The ideal 
situation for it was the site originally 
intended, where the Germau Consulate 
now stands, but Mr. Seward, the U.S. 
Consul-General, who affected to fear 
that it would injure his health if it 
were built uear his then residence, had 
influence enough to oblige the ‘Trustees 
to abandon that design. A vigorous | 
attempt was made to get the hospital 
removed to what was then the farther | 
extremity of the Broadway, Hougkew, | 
beyond Wayside, and the Endicott 
Gurden site was actually purchased. It 
was urged, however, that to move! 
the hospital to such a distance 
would be most inconvenient for the 
patients in the second and third 
classes who form the large majority, as 
well as for the doctors ; and that, failing 
the site east of the Astor House, no- 
thing could be more convenient than 
the present site on the Soochow Creek, 
which is easily accessible both by land 
and by water, is well: open to the south 
and will always remain so, aud is per- 
fectly healthy. ‘These common-sense 
arguments triumphed; Mr. Blethen took 
the Endicott Garden’ site in exchange

‘The Hospital and 
the British gaol divide between them at | 
present the unpleasant duty of keeping 
lunatics, but neither institution is pro- 
perly fitted for the purpose, and the) 
former less than the fatter. "A lunatic 








is a constant annoyance and danger to 
the saue patients in the hospital; where- 
as in the gaol there is nobody whom he 
can annoy exeept the warders. To build 
a lunatic asylum, as well as for the 
other purpose mentioned, considerably 
more ground is required, and for this 
the trustees have succeeded in making 
an admirable arrangement. They have 
acquired for the sum of £10,250, includ- 
ing commission, the block of land lying 
on the east side of the hospital, which 
will make the Chapoo Road their east- 
em boundary. It is leased at present, 
and for six years more, at T's. 1,400 a 
year, which belps to make the sum they 
will have to pay asinterest on the ‘Tis. 
34,000 which they have borrowed to 
make up the purchase money. ‘Thus 
the land will have cost them six years 
hence, when the lease falls in, about 
Ts. 5,000 a mow, “a price which,” as 
they say, “it is not unreasonable to 
expect will then be less than its value.” 
Meanwhile they can negotiate at ‘ouce 
with the present lessee for the necessary 
strip required for new outbuildings, 
and for the better protection of themain 
building from the danger of fire, and 
they have plenty of time before them 
for the consideration aud preparation of 
plaus for enlarging the hospital itself; 
or for building a lunatic asylum if the 
Municipal Councils should decide on 
the necessity of this step, and are pre- 
pared to fiud the funds required ; for it 
is obviously impossible for the hospital 
trustees to establish such a building 
and provide the necessary staff without 
the assistance of the Municipal 

A perusal of the Report, to which we 
have thus briefly referred, must result in 
the couviction that of all the institutions 
of the settlements, there is none better 
or more satisfactorily carried on in 


every way than the Shanghai Geueral

CORRUPTION IN CHINA.

We are sometimes reminded when we 
contradict the astonishing statements 
made by home writers as to the actual 
and potential strength of China, that no 
ian is aero to his valet. We are sup- 
posed to be tov close to China to be able 
to estimate the greatness of the empire 
as it deserves, and we are certatuly 
obliged to coufess that distance lends 
enchantment to-the view. ‘To us the 
true inwardness of China is too well 
known; to homewriters China is unknown 
and therefore magnificent. And yet the 
foreign journals published: in China are 
constantly giving not merely opiniout 
but facts, by which Generals like Lord 
Wolseley and divines like Dr. Wrighs 
might guide themselves if they cared to. 
Can a nation be great or achieve great- 
ness which is riddled with corruption 
from top to bottom? Corruption which 
extends from the highest departments 
of State at Peking to the “literati and 

try” in a famine district ? We might 
fave said, to the runners of the pettiest 
yamén ; but their dishonesty and greed 
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is so notorious that if we mentioned 


them we might be accused of dealing in 


platitudes. As to the boards at Peking, 
it must be. recollected how Wu ‘Ta- 
chéng, when Director-General of the 
Yellow River, asked the Throne to set- 
tle what commission the Board of Re- 
venue was to take on the money appro- 
priated for the repairs to the river 
embankments, as he could not be re- 
sponsible as long as the board’s squeezes 
were so indefinite. As to the literati 
and gentry we may remind our readers 
of Father Watson’s quiet statement, how 
the Throne had despatched ten thousand 
picals of rice to the district in which he

This system, which is enough to make 
one’s hair staud ou end, is a milder 
form of corruption thau that which 
exists on the Yellow River, so we may 
judge what the officials of China’s Sorro 
are like. The remedy which Mr. Hsii 
proposes is the same as he has adopted 
on the Yellow River, the formation of 
a Military Board, which is to be directly 
responsible to himself, is to supervise 
the embaukmeuts, the honest expendi- 
tureof thefunds,and thecoustautdrilling 
of the troops, and set an example to the 
Canal authorities.

THE AUDIENCE AT PEKING. 
26th Feb. 
‘Tere can be very little doubt that the 
action of the Foreign Ministers, in re- 
fusing to be received in audience by 
the Emperor iu the 'I'ze Kuang Ko, will 


be generally approved. ‘There were, 10 
doubt, when the audience was first 
mentioned again, some reasons why the 
Ministers should have acceded to this 
arrangement. ‘They might have said 
that as it was the Ewperor who was 
receiving them, it was for him to poiut 
out the place of reception, aud that. 
they-might safely go to be received in 
a hall that had been found satisfactory 
by their predecessors Sir Thomas. Wade, 
General Viangaly, Mr. F. F. Low, aud 
their colleagues, with the deliberate 
approval of the European Courts. They’ 
might have dwelt more on the import- 
ance of cultivating friendly relations 
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with the Eimperor, aud showing a cheer- 
fal readiness to accept the imperial 
offer’ in good faith, without stickling 
for the reception being held in the 
Palace itself, on the ground that the 
decree said the previous audience was 
to be the precedent to be followed ; and 
it was uatural aud to be expected that 
it should be made the precedent. For 
it must be remembered that the au- 
dience offered this month was not, after 
all,'a concession to the demands of the 
Ministers, but a spontaneous offer on 
the part of the Emperor. Nor is there 
anything necessarily disrespectful, it 
is urged, in fixing on the ‘Ize Kuang 
Ko as the place for the ceremony, for 
the Empress herself resides in the same 
gardens. Lord Macartuey’s embassy 
was received in the open air, uot in 
any ceremonial hall, and the fact that 
the Emperor was voluntarily receiving 
the ministers, and stating in his decree 
that it was on account of his satisfac- 
tion with the friendly relations that 
had been imaintained with foreign 
powers, aud his strong desire for their 
continuance, might have beeu considered 
as of more importance than the place 
of the reception. 

This is the view that might have 
been taken by the Ministers, and is 
taken by those who are convinced of 
the Lona fides of the Chinese, but all 
these arguments are upset at once by 
the statement made by the Chinese 
Times, for which no doubt it has good 
authority, that the Yawén has decided 
that the foreign ministers cannot be 
received in the Imperial Palace, because 
those sacred precincts cannot be entered 
without the formality of the sotow. 
By this they themselves show that they 
regard a reception in the 'I'ze Kuang Ko 
as an inferior ceremony. Lord Macart- 
ney was received iu the ceremonial hall 
ou the occasion of the Emperor's birth- 
day, and it was arranged that he should 
bow to the Emperor and these bows 
should be taken as equivalent to head- 
knockings. No foreign minister, of 
course, would consent to head-knocking, 
but they would all agree to bow in- 
stead, atid would be perfectly ready to 
bow to the Emperor without any agree- 
meut, We may yet hear that the 
Yamén has been reminded of this pre- 
cedent and has accepted it as a guide 
for the audience now offered. Now 
that the Yaméu has ounce shown 
so conclusively that they were right 
who contended that the reception iu 
the ‘I've Kuang Ko was an inferior 
function, the Ministers, if they are to 
continue to respect themselves, must 
stand out for a reception in the Imperial 
Palace itself. If the Emperor and his 
advisers are wise, they will consider 
that it is better to grant an unpalatable 
demand cheerfully, than to refuse it and 
sooner or later be forced to grant it. 
“Whey ‘have got themselves into the 
difficulty, and such astute diplomatists 
are the Chinese, thaf it is hard to 
believe that they have got themselves 
into it unintentionally. It is little less 
than, an insult to all the European 





Courts to tell them that their repre- 
sentatives may see the Emperor in the 
“Servants’ Hall,” as the Chinese Times 
calls it, but not in the Palace itself, 
except on conditions which no foreigner 
ean accept. 





THE RECEPTION OF THE 
CZAREVITCH. 
* 26th Feb. 

Wane the foreign ministers are firmly 
upholding the dignity of their countries 
vis-d-vis the Chinese, we are in great 
danger, owing to the apathy of the 
Municipal Council, of giving away our 
dignity altogether vis-a-vis the local 
Chinese authorities. It is more than a 
month since we warned the Council 
that if they did not move soon the 
Czarevitch would be invited to visit 
Shanghai by the ‘Taotai, and the in- 
ference would be that the Taotai has 
authority to speak for the foreign settle- 
ments as well as for the Chinese city ; 
aud what we feared is actually coming 
to pass. The uew Nanking Viceroy 
Lin Kung-yi is coming to Shanghai, as 
we have already announced, to receive 
the Czarevitch, aud is to reside at Mr. 
Chu Yu-chee’s house in Kiukiang Road, 
as H.E. Li Hung-chang did on his last 
visit to Shanghai. Czarevitch is 
to be received at the Customs’ jetty by 
the Chinese authorities, aud to be 
escorted from there along the Bund and 
up the Kiukiang Road to the Viceroy’s 
tewporary residence throvgh a double 
line of Chinese troops. ‘There is no 
objection to this if it is distinctly un- 
derstood that this ceremony is being 
performed on the foreign ‘settlement 
with the consent of the Municipal 
Council, aud if the Senior Consul 
and the Chairman of the Municipal 
Council take part in the reception. 
‘The Municipal Police will obviously 
have to assist the Chinese troops to 
keep order, and it would be well that 
the Volunteers should also be repre- 
sented. But the comunity will protest 
strongly against this, if the Chinese 
authorities are going to doit as a right. 
If it is to be a purely Chinese function, 
let the Chinese authorities land their 
guest at Namtao or at the Arsenal, and 
take him into the City. ‘The visit of 
the Czarevitch must not be made use of 
by the Chinese as an opportunity to 
assert rights over the foreign settlement 
which we have been combating for forty 
years or more. I'he recently published 
Municipal Report shows that attempts 
have been made by the Taotai during 
the last year, and not opposed with too 
much energy by the Council, to re-assert 
rights hitherto disallowed over the fore- 
shore of the settlement. Mr. Nieh, the 

resent Taotai, isa very pleasant, oblig- 
ing, and affable person, and it is of great 
importance that the Municipal Council 
should keep on good terms with him; 
but it is still more important that the 
Chinese should not be allowed to take 
any step that would threaten our inde- 
pendence. 'The Consuls and the Muni- 
cipal Councils are the local authorities 

















in the foreign settlements, and they 
should be the first to receive the 
Czarevitch when he lands, The foreign 
local authorities would not ask to join 
in any reception if the Czareviteh were 
to land outside the boundaries of the 
settlements ; but if he lands officially 
within those bouadaries, the Consuls and 
the Councils are the proper persons to re- 
ceive him. We commend it to the in- 
coming Council to see that this is dis- 
tinctly understood, and that the recep- 
tionof the Czarevitchon theEnglish bund 
with a guard of Chinese soldiers is 
only by the courteous permission of the 
Municipal Council. ‘There was trouble 
between foreigners aud the Chinese 
soldiers when the Viceroy Li was stay- 
ing in the Kiukiang Road, and there 
will be more trouble this year if the 
soldiers and their officers are permitted 
to believe that their presence is of 
right, and that they are not amenable 
to police contro}. ‘This will be the first, 
tiwe that the municipal authorities have 
taken second place to the Chiuese in 
the reception of a distinguished foreign 
visitor to the settlements, 


THE RATEPAYERS’ MEETINF. 
27th Feb. 

“Beatin@ the record” is quite in fashion, 
and it was certainly beaten at the 
ratepayers’ meeting yesterday 
when the whole municipal 
business of the Settlements north of the 
Yangkingpang for 1890, and the budget 
for 1891, were ratified in a little more 
than an hour. The Couneil’s report 
and budget have been so fully discussed 
publicly and privately in the Inst fort- 
night, and tlhe meeting was so well 
attended by the prominent men in the 
settlements, that there is no room to 
attribute the speed with which the busi- 
ness was put through to apathy ou 
the part of the comunity; it was 
obviously the result of the general satis- 
faction with the way iu which the set- 
tlements have been governed by the 
outgoing Council, and the general con- 
vietion that the plans for 1891 have 
been well laid, and will be equally well 
executed by the incoming Council, No 
vote of thanks was passed, indeed, to 
the retiring Councillors; but the un- 
animous acceptance accorded to their 
work was the best vote of thanks that 
could have been proposed. ‘The most 
business-like brevity characterised the 
proceedings throughout; even the 
Chairman, Mr. P. J. Hughes, who was 
occupying the position for the last time, 
omitted the little speech of suggestion 
with which he has on former occasions 
prefaced the business of the day. In 
the set speeches of the Chairman of 
the Council, Mr. Macgregor, to. whom 
all the official resolutions were this year 
entrusted, no other Councillor present 
ing himself oratorically before bis consti- 
tuents, there were only two or three new 

ints. He told us that the Council had 
Metered to make no move in the 
direction of such inuch-wauted improve- 
meuts as public wash-houses, because it. 
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was understood thatitisin contemplation 
to provide them by private enterprise. 
We can quite understand the indisposi- 
tion of the Council to interfere with a 
private speculation; but the difficulty 
of leaving such a matter to private euter- 
prise is, that it should be made com- 
pulsory for the washermento use the pub- 
fic wash-houses, which is invidious when 
the profit is to zo into private pockets; 
and the charges for the use of the 
public wash-houses should be only such 
as to give a bare return on the actual 
cost, where a private enterprise must 
require a profit. ‘The British Act of 
Parliament. for the establishment of 
public wash-houses limits the charge for 
the use of one person of one washing 
tub or trough, or one pair of washing 
tubs or troughs, for one hour only in 
any one day, to oue penny; and this 
includes the use of the drying apparatus 
for drying all the articles washed, the 
time occupied in drying not to be in- 
cluded in the hour. ‘To become a suc- 
cess such au establishment ought to 
belong to, and be under the control of, 
the Municipal authority. Auother piece 
of news, which the ratepayers heard 
with evident satisfaction, was that the 
Couneil had formulated and proposed to 
their successors, a new schedule of police 
pay which would reniove all discontent 
on the part of those in the lower ranks 
of the force. If this is achieved the 
retiring Watch Committee indeed de- 
serve a special recognition. An- 
other poiut to which Mr. Mac- 
gregor drew attention, and this is a 
matter to which the new Conucil will 
have to devote its most careful con- 
sideration, was the uear approach of the 
time at which notice must be given to 
the Waterworks Company of the inten 
tion of the Municipality to acquire 
their undertaking. Me Trughes, in hi 
opening speech last year, hinted at thi 
it is full of difficulties, but they are uot 
insoluble, aud the Council will solve 
them, if it sets itself seriously to the 
task. 








-It was not expected that there would 
be any opposition to the adoption of. 
the Report and Accounts, though there 
are one or two poiuts in the Report, 
among them the dispute with the Nip- 
pon Yusen Kaisha, of which some ex- 
planation might have been asked. Nor 
was any one likely to oppose the pro- 
posed taxation, But it was thought 
that there would be an aweudment or 
two on the Budget, aud two were indeed 
moved. Mr. Purdon’s amendment, to 
raise the contribution to the Shanghai 
Library from 'I'ls. 100 to ‘Ts. 600, was 
received almost with enthusiasm, as it 
deserved to be after Mr. Purdou’s as- 
surance that the committee of the i 
stitution would provide the police with 
a coustant supply of literature, if they 
got the extra graut, aud would hand 
over the whole library to the munici- 
pality whenever the latter were ready 
to receive it. Professor Bounell’s un- 
expected amendment would also have 
been passed, we believe, if he had pro- 
vided himself with a secouder, and the 











school whose claims he advocated well 
deserves the extra thousand taels that 
he proposed to appropriate to it. ‘The 
amendment, however, that was expected 
was one for postpouing the erection of 
the new ceutral police station. ‘This 
amendment would have found, no doubt, 
a large uumber of supporters, but it 
would not have been carried, A new 
police station is an absolute necessity, 
and though the proposed scheme is 
perhaps a little larger and more ex- 
pensive that would be entertained if, 
it were gone into uow after serious 
and sober consideration, the rate- 
payers have got themselves into a 
position whence they could not with 
any grace retreat. We shall have an 
admirably desigued building which will 
fulfil all the requirements for many 
years; and it is the first competition, 
we believe, organised by a Council in 
Shanghai that will actually reach the 
stage of fruition. ‘The only resolution 
proposed by ratepayers, that involving 
the Hougkew boundary road, found no 
one to propose it. It was to be feared 
that the ratepayers would not sanction 
the necessary loan ; but the road would 
be such au improvement, would indeed 
be sofar wore valuable to the commanity 
than the new central police station itself, 
that we regret very much that the 
proposer was absent, and that the seuse 
of the meeting was not taken on it. It 
is a great pity that all the labuur given 
to the evolution of the scheme by Mr. 
Ewmens should be thrown away, aud 
the appreciative remarks ou the subject 
by Mr. Macgregor will hardly requite 
Mr. Eweus for his fruitless toil. ‘Ihe 
cost seemed high to Mr. Macgregor; but 
the road is five miles loug, aud laud at 
the west end of it cannot be bought 
for less than 'Tls. 800 to 1,000 per mow, 
while near the Rifle Butts it is worth from 
Ts. 500 to 1,000; so that the average 
cost is by no meaus excessive; and 
there is little likelihood of its being 
cheaper hereafter. 

The only other business was the 
proposition of avote of thauks to Mr. 
Hughes, and Mr. Macgregor took 
the opportunity to thank Mr. Hughes 
for his unvaryiug affability and readiness 
to assist the Couucil at all times, and 
for the quiet vigilance with which he 
has always guarded the rights of 
foreigners. He made a few pertinent 
remarks on the absurd alteration in the 























consular aud judicial arrangements here 
which the Foreign Office has adopted ; 
an arrangement derogatory to British 
interests in China and to the consular 
service ; aud whose only merits are, that 
it brings us back Mr. Hannen and Mr. 
George Jamieson, aud will be found so 
unworkable that it will be abandoned 
before long. ‘The graceful speech in 
reply made by Mr. Hughes was such as 





might have been expected from him, 
dignified, judicious, and sincere; and 
it could only acceutuate the regret 
that is felt at his retirement.

Dr. Kock was led step by step through 
of experiments to the conclusion 
that the bacilli produced » substance which, 
when introduced into an animal suffering 
from tubercle, might effect ‘s cure, At first 
he used a liquid containing a number of dea 
bacilli—a method which had the disadvantage ° 
of leaving the germs at the point of injec- 
tion, where they gave rise to suppuration. 
At length he found that glycerine was 
able to dissolve out the curative substance 
from the microscopic creatures without taking 
any of the deleterious matter which produces 
thelocal suppuration, This glycerine extract, 
then, is the world-famed ‘ lymph,” a sub: 
stance which certainly may produce very 
Powerful physiologica} changes, ‘whatever 
may be thought of its curative properties, 
‘That it is not @ specific has been shown 
Plainly enough ; and, indeed, there is reason 
to believe that when administered to vei 
severe cases it may even hasten the end which 
it is powerless to prevent, ‘True enough, Dr. 
Koch has all along been most temperate in 
his claims. He has always said that the 
remedy should be restricted to cases in which 
the disease has made but little progress, and 
when physicians have departed from this rule 
it has only been at the most earnest request 
of patients who were willing to rink the few 
months of life left to them for the faintest 
chance of eure. 

‘The paper goos on to explain in untechni- 
cal Innguage the operation of the lymph, 
and to show why it should only be used in 
the early stages of the disease, 

Tho lymph is simply a solution ofthe dend- 
ly substance by which the tubercle bacillus 
Kills the tissue around it, so that ite ad- 
ministration must necessarily be made with 
great caution. When a bacillus has kille 
the cells among which it lies, its own nutri- 
tion is impaired, and if the killing of the 
tissues extends far enough the bacilli may 

imply die of starvation, Hence if a weal 
dose of the necrotic or poisoning material is 
introduced into. the body of an animal suifer- 
ing from tuberculosis, it will not be enough 
to affect the healthy tissues, but where they 
are Tlready poisoned the extra quality kills 
them outright, and the bacilli may be exter- 
{t only remains then for the dead 
matter to be removed, a process which can 
hardly be accomplished where the disease 
has made extensive internal ravages.

DEATH OF THE SUPERINTENDENT oF THE 
MO-HO GOLD, MINES. 

Three years ago Li Chin-yung, an officer 
holding the rauk of Taotai, was deputed by 
the Viceroy Li-to:superintend the opening 
of the gold. mines at Mo-ho in the upper 

vince of Manchuria. He started from 
ferguen and making his way over the hills 
was able within a year/to commence the 
working of the mines..'Tho ontput has 
already reached close. upon 40,000 ounces 
of gold. The Taotai’s health began to show 
signs of failing early last summer, due to 
the rigour of the climate and over-exertion, 
and on the 17th of October the Viceroy 
received a telegram announcing his death, 
‘The deceased was a native of 
‘Wuhsi in Kiangsu and took ry 
under the memorialist in 1862, having 
‘subsequently borne a part in the recapture 
of several important towns. In 1870 he 
was employed by Tso Tsung-t'ang in trans- 
porting supplies and war matérials to the 
north-west. In more recent years he 
devoted himself with great. success to the 
relief of distress and to the example he set 
in this respect may in great measure be 
attributed the active philauthrupy which 
now prevails in all parts of the Empire. 
He was a member of the Commission 
pecan’, over by Wu Ta-ch‘éng which 
lelimited the frontiers of Manchuria and 
parcelled out the waste lands amongst new 
settlers. When a proposal was made for 
opening gold mines at Mo-ho, the Viesroy 
was asked to select a competent officer to 
superintend the undertaking. His choice 
fell upon Li Chin-yung, whose acquaintance 
with frontier questions and whose re- 
putation for integrity with the: southern 
merchants by whom. the capital was to be 
subscribed rendered him eminently qualified 
for such a task. ‘The result fully justified 
the selection. Li Chin-yung travelled for 
40 days through a densely wi and 
mountainous country where he had literally 
to cut « path for himself and his following, 
and after a journey of 1,900 Ii eventually 
reached Mo-ho.. ‘The place was without #

A disciplined force of troops has now 
‘been raised and the attraction of the mines 
has. brought together a colony of traders,

A similar amount 
was voted last. yeat, and the Head 
Master, Mr. Lanning, has appealed for 
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the governors to tmalotain and improve the 
efficiency of the institution. The conspi- 
‘cuous and imperative need of a good school 
in tho Settlement is manifested by the fact 
the cousus showed that there are over 
1,000 Karopean children here under the 
age of 16 years, and it is of great import- 
ance to a large section of the community 
that some education at.moderate cost 
should be available to them. This school, 
originally started by the Masonic body, has 
gradually developed to meet the felt want 
which exists in our midst, and the work 
which is being done and the financial posi- 
tion of the school as laid before them by 
the Head-master justify the Council in re- 
commending this grant, 

‘You are aware from the usual reports 
of the steps that have been taken 
to carry out the decision of the Rate-

THE THOMAS HANBURY SCHOOL AND 
CHILDREN’S HOME. 

‘The annual meeting of the subscribers 
to the above Iustitutions was held at the 
Municipal Council Board Room on Wednes 
day afternoon, when there were present : 
Messrs. C. Thorne, (President), J. Mac- 
gregor, (Vice-President), J. C. Bois, (Hon. 
Preasurer), H. C. Hodges, J. G. Purdon, 
E. Davis, ‘and J. Fryer. Mr. Macgregor 
took the chair. 

‘Mr. C. ‘Thorne, in the course of some 
observations on the accounts, said they 
were satisfactory as far as they went, inas- 
niuch as there was a balance on the ‘work- 
ing fund of Tls. 1,718.64. ‘The balance 
sheet, in which there were special deposits 
amounting with interest, etc., to Tis, 
6,632.77 was also satisfactory. ‘The state- 
ment of the building fund showed that 
Tis. 7,309 had been collected in subserip- 
tious, which, togethee with Mr. Hanbury's 
gift of Tis. 5,000, and interest, brought the 
total up to Tis, 12,499.84. Out of this Tis. 
10,000 had been paid to the contractor lea 
ing a balance on this fund of Tis, 2,499.84. 
This, however, would not be sufficient to 
meet the liability for the building alone. 
‘The builder's contract was Tis. 13,980, for 
the erection of the building ig it 
with ordinary Chinese tiles. It was thought 
better, after experience of the way in 
which these tiles were liable to be blown 
off, to avoid constant inconvenience and 
expense by having a special kind of French 
tile, of which 11,000 would be needed. He 
had no doubt that these would be obtained 
on the most favourable terms, ‘Then there 
were the additional items of gas, cooking, 
water, and furniture, so that about ‘Tis. 
5,000’ more would be required before the 
building fund could be considered complet 
The bullding waa progressing satinfactorily, 
and there was very little doubt that they | 
would be able to take posression of it next | 
summer. | 

‘On the motion of Mr. Thorne, seconded

Ac- 
cording to Mr. Hanbury’s wishes, the site in 
Hongkew has been made over as a trust to 
the Municipal Council of Shanghai, and the 
new bail ies high, capable of accom- 
modating 84 boarders, is now almost roofed in, 
and it will be quite ready. for occupation, by 
the end of the summer, if not before. ‘The 
landlord of the present Home in the Markham 
Road has kindly permitted the Committee to 
renew their lease for 3 months, from the end 
of April, and it is hoped that by the end of 
July the children can be moved into their new 
abode. 

For the present,—until they are all esta- 
blished in the Hongkew School,—the boys of 
the old Eurasian School continue under the 
management of Trustees as before, and ander 
the care and teaching of their excellent Head- 
Mistress, Mrs. Youngson. 

Although, as gratefully acknowledged in 
last year’s report, the Shanghai cominunity 
responded very liberally to the appeal for 
Tis. 5,000, to meet the same sum given by 
Mr. Hanbury, who made the condition that 
his gift should be met by an equal amount 
collected here, still the Committee regret to 
say that the Home cannot be properly finish- 
ed and furnished without further assistance. 
‘The builder’s estimate was more costly than 
had been expected, and a good deal of addi- 
tional furniture will be absolutely necessary 
for the new Home. The Committee must 
therefore once more throw themselves on the 
liberality of their friends and supporters, 
and beg them not to slacken their gene: | 
rosity until the Home is completely finished | 
in all its details. More annual subscriptions 
are also carnestly asked for, to meet the | 
necessarily increased current expenses of 80 
much larger an establishment, 

‘The financial report for the last 8 months 
is appended. It has been found more con- 
venient to alter the end of the financial year 
from April 30, as it has hitherto been, to 
December 31.’ And the public meeting is 
therefore held this year, and for the future 
will be held, in themonth of February instead 
of in May. 

The Committee are thankful to be able to 
say that during the past year there have not 
been any serious cases of illness at the Home, 
and that the general health of the children 
has been good.

CHINESE NEW YEAR HOLIDAYS. 


It is altogether probable that to the great 
nuajority of foreiguers living iv. Chiu, the 
Chinese’ New Year, with its inevitable 
concumitants, felt to be a uuisance, 
which we would gladly abate if that ware « 

ibility. We like vo do things at fixed 
Himes, and to have thove fixed times related 
tw other fixed times, But to us, the lunar 
year seems a kind of modified chaos, No 
ene can ever foresee whore the Chinese 
New Year is going to fall, until he has 
scrutinised the calendar for that year. We 
never know when an intercalary month will 
be thrust in to upset. all ordinary calcula- 
tions. 

We dislike the preparations for the Chi- 
nese New Year, we dislike the occasion 
itself, aud we" dislike the sequel, be- 
cause of the uvise, the idle visitors, the 
wearisume and to’ us unmeaning cofe- 
mony. Before we can fairly judge of this 
holiday, however, we must take account of 
what itis and why it ia, Stolid as—to » 
casual observer—the Chinese seem they ure 
a highly sentimental people. ‘Their New 
Year oecupies in their mid a’ position to 
which in Western lands there is nothing 
at all analogous. It ia the focal poin 
the year, from which everything bogi 
toward which everything tends, in a sense 
not at all true in the West. It is the 
national birthday, atid not to be able’ 
celebrate it is more’ than a misfortune: 
is almost a disgrace. The twelfth and the 
first moons’are different from any other 
period of the Chinese year. ‘They are 
the only months which are not called 
by their ‘ordinal’ numbers, and ‘they 
differ as much from each other, a8 From 
the months which they precede “sind 
fallow, The Chidese have always beun Hoted ° 
as ati industridus race, but during “thi last 
month of the year their indtistry assum 
entirely new shape.

‘The Board of Trade inquiry into the 
awreck.of the’ Nepaul held before Mr. 
BR. H. B. Marsham, with Captain Brooks 
and Captain Cosens as assessors, was cou- 
cluded on the 16th of January.” The first

lesited the opinion of the Court. The 
following were the second day’s proceed- 
ings, from which it will be seen that the 
Court showed no undue lenity ‘to Captain

witness to character for the captain, aaid 
‘it was part of his own duty to make himself 
thoroughly acquainted with the character 
and experience of the officers of the com- 

Captain Brady bad been in the 
employ of the company twenty-six years, 
and duriug that time he had never met with 
an accident. His character for trustwor- 





 thinoss, care, and experience in navigation 


was the highest that a man could bear. 
‘The company had thorough and unbounded 
confidence in him. 

Sir Charles Hall, in the course of his 
address to the Court, submitted that there 
wero absolutely no ‘grounds for charging 
the captain with negligence, and that the 
strandin in fact due, as the result 
proved, to an excess of eaution on 

'e tried all he knew to obtain the assistance 
of pilot, and was greatly misled owing to 
numerous fishing boats showing the same 
lights as pilot vessels.

But on subsequently sighting a buoy which 
‘was not expected he put his engines slow 
ahead under a hard-a-port helm, with tt 
intention of taking the ship out to sen aga 
been less cautious, and gone at full 
speed instead of slow, there could be lit! 
doubt. that she would have cleared tl 
rocks. Owing, however, to the engin 
woing slow the effect of the port helm was 
jess speedy, and the ship took the ground. 
‘The Court found that the alterations in 
the helm consequent upon Passing through 
a fleet of fishing boats being both to port 
and starboard did not affect the course. No 
measures were taken to ascertain and verify 
the position of the vessel when alight thought 
to~be the breakwater light was observ- 
ed. When the flashing light was observed 
the measures executed were not proper. 
‘The ‘position of the vessel not. being ac- 
curately known, her headway should have 
beon stopped. Proper measures were not 
taken for the safety of the ship when the 
object thought to be » buoy was sighted. 
The Court did not attribute the loss of tl 
vessel to the lead not having been used 
earlier. A good look-out was kept. The 
stranding was caused by the master con- 
tinuing to proceed in very dark and misty 
weather in the direction of the shore after 
soundings obtained had warned him of ¢ 
ip’s proximity to danger, and by hi 
promptly and completely stopping the h 
way of the ship when a buoy was sighted 




































on the port bow.- The vessel was not 
navigated with proper and seamaulike care 
after sighting what the master took to be 
the breakwater light.

On 
Saturday afternoon accused was smoking, 
of and on, from three v'clock till five. 
Witness himself was uot a smoker, aud 
had not ith the last witness oF any 
one else at tlepolice station about this case. 

Wong Ah-nih; native detective, ot 
I went toa tea-shop on Sunday ‘morning. 
Twelve of the stevedore’s coolies came 
there, I asked if any of them had been 
smoking in the hold. They all denied 

aving done-so. They were taken to the 
station, where I searched thew. Neither 
tobacco nor matches nor pipes ‘were. found 
on them. Nothing was found on them, 

No. 3 coolie deposed that he saw accused 
smoking in the hold on each of the three 
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250. 
days. Ou Saturday afternoon he was 
smoking a pipe near the mast at 4.30. 


Cross-examined-—Witness never smoked. 
He denied that he was swokivg on the 
' deck at two o'clock on Saturday 
ernoon. He saw ovly one foreigner 
the hold on Saturday. He had not 
cussed the matter with auy of the other 
coulies. 

No. 4 coolie state? that he saw the ac- 
cused smoking in the hold on Saturday 
afternoon near the mast. Accused some- 
times put his hand, with the pipe in it, into 
the pocket of his coat. 

Wong Ah-nih, recalled by order of the 
Court, said he told the head stevedore on 
Sunday morning that there had been « fire 
on board the Bengal, ‘The head stevedore 
then seut for the cvulies, aud started with 
witness to a tes-shop where they expected 
to meet the coolies. Ou the way to the 
tea-shop they met one of the evolies, and the 
head man told this coolie to go and tell the 
others they were wanted by the detective. 
Witness did not say why he wanted the 
men until he reached the tea-shop. They 
came there afterwards. 

No. 5 cuvlie depused that he saw accused 
smoking a wouden pipe in the hold on 
Saturday afternoon, No other foreigner 
came into the hold during the afternoon, 
The cuvlies were afraid to smoke in the 
hold. 

‘Cross-examined~-Witness usually smoked 
on the wharf or at the tea-shops. On 
Saturday the covlies smoked ov the wharf 
at. tiffin time. ‘They obtained a light for 
their cigarettes from a cvolie ou the wharf. 
None of them carried matches. Witness 
did vt sce the foreigner light his pipe. 

Coolie No, 6 testitied to one foreigner 
having been iu the hold on Saturday. Wit- 
nas did not see bim or anyone else smoke, 

Coolie No. 7 swore that accused smoked 
in the hold on Saturday. 

Cvolie No, 8 said he saw smoke coming 
from the foreiguer’s mouth and nose. 

After some further evidence of the same 
character from other cvvlies, 

Mr, Wilkinson called a cvolie named Pay 
Ab-ching, who deposed tha’. he saw accused 
go down into the hold. Wituess did not 
seo thut accused had a pi 

Captain Barratt, recalled, said the mast 
acted as a ventilator, there being holes cut 
in it below the deck of the hold, causing a 
strong draught upwards, which would draw 
emoke with it. Near the mast would be 
an advantageous position for anyoue who 
wanted to smoke without being observed. 

Cross-examined—I do not suppose that 
this would occur to the quartermaster. 

At the conclusion of the case for the pro- 
secution, Mr. Wilkinson asked his Worshi 
tosay whether the accused would be allowe 
to give evidence on oath in such a case. 

fie Worship: replied in the negative. 
There was nothing in the Merchant Ship- 
ping Act to allow accused persons to give 
evidence on oath. 

‘The Court then adjourned till next 
morning.

John Richards, who depused—I am a 
quartermaster on’ the Bengul.

After that T saw him cutting up sume 
tobaceo aiid I think he lit his pipe and went 
Jout. Only one in the cabin, Reed, 
keeps his tobacco ready cut. Plug tobacco 
ishard to light, and generally requires more 
than one match.

Robert Reed, quartermaster, deposed.

He has ouly one pipe. The quartermasters 
usually keep their pipes in their bunks, 
At half past two [ was asleep in my buvk, 
and was aroused by accused and the last 
witness talking. I complained about it, 
and Wilson threw his pipe on his bunk 
and went out. I remained in my bunk, 
reading. Wilson did not return that after- 
noun. ‘The pipe was lying on the bunk 
from a quarter to three o'clock till five. I 
saw Wilson take the pipe out of the bunk 
at tea-time and emoke it. 

By the Court—When the detective 
inspector showed me accused's pipe and 
asked me whose it was, I declined to 
I thought it would be better for 
‘leon if I said as little as possible. I said to 
the detective, ‘Least said soonest mended.” 

His Worship—In certain cases it is 
desirable to say at once what you know.
